American peace t r e a t y .carries a clause demanding reparation for 
American lives lost in t h e World W a r comes t h e report t h a t peace 
negotiations h a v e r e a c h e d a dead-lock. 
A t t h e s a m e t i m e it is 
iidmitted t h e U n i t e d S t a t e s h a s refused to t e m p e r a single one 
of its peace t e r m d e m a n d s , and t h e W i r t h governmen is fruitlessly 
looking a b o u t for a p-ay to sidetrack t h e w a r responsibility which 
is placed unalterably on t h e shoulders of G e r m a n y in t h e proposed 
peace t r e a t y , it is understood. 


G e r m a n y is evidently perplexed beyond belief over t h e t u r n 
in A m e r i c a n affairs. 
T h e revelation t h a t America m a k e s Ger­ 
m a n y confess she w a s guilty of s t a r t i n g t h e w a r came like a dash 
of cold w a t e r upon t h e optimistic and amiable attitude t h a t Ger- 
p v . , y w a s taking;of t h e United States. 
T h e G e r m a n s a d m i t t h a t 
it was t h e weiglit of America's forces which turned t h e tide of 
the war, b u t when t h e United S t a t e s failed to ratify t h e t r e a t y of 
Versailles G e r m a n s began to look a t t h e United S t a t e s in t h e 
light of a friend a n d possible protector. 
T h i s "frienship" h a s 
been of a stern 
character, however. 
First, Secretary of State 
H u g h e s w a r r e d G e r m a n y t h a t s h e m u s t accept t h e allied indem­ 
nity t e r m s ar.d (hen c a m e t h e American congressional peace reso­ 
lution and the demand t h a t G e r m a n y m u s t admist h e r w a r guilt. 


All of which, in t h e iong run, would indicate t h a t t h e much 
touted G e r m a n " k u l t u r " h a d m a r k e d u p a n o t h e r failure to be 
added to i.'s ever increasing list of blunders. 


Now that t h e Congressional 
Committee 
investigating t h e
